Dr. Tinn-Hugh Yu，Pprtesident of 
the Institute of Sino - American 
Studies，died last week at 开 aiser 
Hosbital. The distinguished scholar 
and civic leader was 77. 

Dr. Yu came to the United States 
in 1908 and attended the city's 
public school and Cogswell Poly- 
technic College. He received M.A. 
and Ph.D. degtees ffom Clark Uni- 
Verslity. 

In 1920 he returned to China 
where he stayed for 30 yeatrs setv- 
ing as an educator，Practicing law- 
yer, editor and bublisher. 

He was teaching at the Universlty 
of Canton when the Communists 
took over the mainland. 

Returning to San 了 Francisco in 
1950 he edited and wrote for the 
Chinese World and. setved as bresi- 
dent of the Chinese Six Companies， 
Tbe Hob Wo Associatioa and the 
Yee Family Association. 

He is survived by his wife, Julien 


and four children，Mrs.， Ku Chao- 
hsiang of Taiwan，Mrs， 开 enneth 
Tang of Los Angeles，MTrs，、 Helen 
Woo，wife of a pbhysician in Los 
Angeles. A_ son，Jackson，an oil 
engineer，and his wife and three 
children of San Francisco are also 
ammong SUrViVoOrS.

Firecrackers 


We hope that City Hall would think twice in 
banning firecrackers. Chinese New Year without 
Pyrotechnics is like the 4th of July without fire- 
works. 

However we believe in moderation. There is a 
time and place for firecrackers and they are not to 
be shot at 2 a.m. in the morning orthrown at People. 


We remember when the shooting of firecrackers 
was limited to the noon hour and from four to five 
in the afternoon following complaints from Nob 有 Hill 
residents. 

There was a time when stores put out the “No 
Firecrackers” sign to discourage sales to outsiders. 
Sales were restricted to Chinese only，But this did 
not discourage the black market trade. 


Half the fun was in making a contact and follow- 
ing him down the maze of dark alleys to buy a Pack 
of the contraband. 


The helter-skelter manner in which firecrackers 
are being exploded should be stopped， The high rate 
of injuries during the Chinese New Year indicates 
better control is in order. 

A firecracker is an explosive and improper use 
could cause great harm. 

We witnessed a woman who had her glasses 
knocked of 人 f when a firecracker exploded near her 
face.， One of the lenses was shattered. 


It was fortunate that no one was seriously hurt 
by firecrackers this year: 

We note too that many of the hooligans throw- 
ing firecrackers were non-Chinese， We hope City 
Hall weuld take that into consideration when it dis- 
cusses prohibiting firecrackers in Chinatown.

TIhe fact that there is mental 
这 lness and distress in the Chinese 
community 1s certainly no secret 
within the community， Utilizing 
suicide as an index of mental i- 
ness，one can readily see from na- 
tional statistics that San Francisco's 
sulicide rate is three times the U.S. 
avVerage. The suicide tate among 
the Chinese has been equal to the 
city avefage and in some years has 
been dramatically higher. Dr San- 
ford Tom of the Northeast Com- 
munity Mental Health Team feels 
that while there is no simple corre- 
lation between suicide and the rate 
of mental disturbance in general， it 
is rejlatively safe to assume that a 
high suicide tate would most likely 
.indicate a high rate of mental ill- 
nesS. 

According to Dr. Tom there are 
three main groups Which fall into 
the high risk category for mental 
ilness: the immigrants，the elderly 
and the youth. 


THE IMMIGRANTS 

With the .liberalization of im- 
migration quotas for Southeast Asia 
in 1905，great numbers of Chinese 
families have been bouring into the 
already overctowded Chinatown 
Ghetto. 工 he breadwinnets are un- 
able to speak English.

St Francis Hospital did a study of 
admissions from the Chinese com- 
Imunity to the Psychiatric wards at 
San Erancisco General Hospital. He 
found that of the 88 admissions 
that year the language barrier Was 
Severe in 4300 of the cases, moder- 
ate ln 30%8, and minimal in 275050. 
This offers an explanation of why 
community utilization of San Fran- 
clscO General Psychiatric Unit can 
only be minimal by the Chinatown 
comrmunity. 
WAYS5 TO COPE WITH 
THE_ PROBLEM < 

It is obvious that there ls a great 
need_ for more bi-lingual mental 
health Personnel with training 10 
the areas of bsychiatrty，Psychology， 
Psychiatric social work, and nursing. 
Mental health aides and orderlies 
are badly needed. It is Important to 
Tecruit these People while they are 
young and interest them in mental 
health careers.、 It 1S limbortant to 
brovide scholarships to good bi- 
lingual candidates.: 

An in-batient and 24 hour emer- 
gency care facility in the Chinatowa 
comrmunity is a baramotnt need. 
If Possible this should be located 
near -of within the Physical Plant of 
Chinese Hospital. Chinese Hosblital 
is in the heatt of the comrmunity 
and is easily accessible for most 
Patients and theit families. It is im- 
Portant to offer care for both mental 
and bphysical illness in the same 
facility。 Mental Patients too sufter 
from physical ailments and .the ac- 
tual physical Ptoximity of the men- 
tal health facility to Chinese 了 os- 
pital would do a great deal to _break 
down the barriers of mental 1llness 
being _ considered an unacceptable 
illness that ChinatowD residents 
either ignote or feel is unimportant 
until it becomes acute. Physical ills 
are still considered much more 
legitimmate by the communlty. 

Another great need in the Chi- 
natowa community is for a Day 
Care Center. This center could pro- 
vide the _ bridge _ between -hospital- 


ization and full rehabilitation. Ihe 
Petson comes in the morning and 


leaves at night. This kind of center 
is batticularly suitable for all types 
of Chinese patients who often need 
Te-socialization from withdrawaland 
regtession father than the manage- 
ment of agressiVenesSS- 

A day cate centet offters a batient 
Vocational，social and frecteational 
activities in an informal setting 一 
as well as individual therapy，group 
thetapy，and imedication. 

A 24 hour emeflgency telephone 
setvice Which maintains an effective 
liaison with the hospital facilities 
is a Vety impottant need. One way 
in which this could be quickly im- 
blemented in the interim is for some 
bi-lingual volunteets to begin work-
